Washington, June 14. President

Harding has decided to. lean heav-
ily on the new chairman of the Re-
publican national committee, John
T. Adams of Iowa, and henceforth
will seek the advice ud counsel of
sirs. Adams on matters of patron-
age.

Mr. Hardine baa had more than
the usual run of engagements with .
persons interested in recommend-
ing friends for office. He has found
it difficult to give undivided atten
tion to important matters of ad
minus irauon because ot the ava-
lanche of requests for time to pre-
sent the virtues of candidates for
jobs. Will Hays, former chairman
of the national committee, and now
postmaster general, and Harry
uaugnerty, man
ager for Mr. Harding, and now at-
torney general, have both been be-
sieged by office-seeke- rs or their
friends so that the work of the
postoffice department and depart-
ment "of Justice has necessarily a
been affected. The heads of those
two big departments can't give all
their energey to the administra-
tive side of their tasks when their an
minds are taken up with matters
of patronage. .: ,

Is PresMenfs Choice.
It was. Mr. Harding himself who

was largely instrumental in the
selection of Mr. Adams and it was
Mr. Harding who felt the necessity
for having 'the party machinery in
the hands of one who was not him-
self identified with the government
itself. . Mr. Adams is the personal
representative of President Hard-
ing on all party matters. He is
the active head of the Republican in
party and will continue to be for
at least four years which means
that his. will be the task of keep-
ing the party organizations happy
and interested in the next Repub-
lican nght.

Everybody who knows practical
politics realizes that a skilful hand
ling of patronage questions is es
sential to party enthusiasm.
Wilson administration made Its first
real blunder when it delegated to
the heads of the different govern-
ment departments the lob of hand-
ling office-seeker- s. Many of Mr.
Wilson's cabinet members were as
unfamiliar with party politics as
are some of Mr. Harding's secre-
taries. The "boys back home"
who came to Washington to get
jobs for hungry constituents didn't
even know the cabinet officers.
They frequently were ignored alto-
gether and didn't have personal
interviews with the powers that

Jwere
Mast' "SUmolate" Party Workers.

Mr. Harding is trying to avoid
that kind of thing. He wants
every party worker to be stimulat-
ed to keep on working. So he has
placed the whole responsibility tor
appointments on the local Republi-
can organizations which in turn
must with the national
Republican organization, tof which
John T. Adams is the chief execu-
tive.

If the local Republicans make a
poor recommendation or if the man
they recommend turns ont poorly,
it will be a reflection on the local
organization and the Harding ad'
ministration will feel Justified in
the future in looking to other Re
publicans in that particular vicin-
ity for political advice.

But the thing Mr. Harding is
earger to have established is an
effective working ' organization in
which the local elements in the Re-

publican party shall
with the national headquarters.
So John T. Adams will - maintain
nermanent headquarters here and
will move bis family to Washing
ton. He will be at the beck and
rail of the White House and will
keen in close touch not only with
party matters bat with the pulse of
the country on public questions as
reflected in talks with the pilgrims
who wander in from day to day
from various parts of the country.

Doet Believe in 'Drives."
Mr. Adams will probably do less

traveling than his predecessor, Mr
Hays, largely because there is not
so much necessity for it He him-
self doesnt believe in "drives" and
organization work when there is
no fight in progress. He will seep
In touch with what is going on but
will not start active campaigning
until there is occasion for it.

Meanwhile all Republicans who
feel they are entitled to considera-
tion in matters of patrons had
better get acquainted with Chair-
man Adams and put their case be-

fore him. His word will count from
now on.

Pooghkeepsie, N. Y, June 15.
(United Press.) "Women cannot

Mrs. Anna XT. Stiltman made this
declaration to the United Press to
day aaortry before resumption of
tne secret hearings in the divorce
suit of her multi-milliona- hus
band, James A. Stillman.

"It was a frightful shock to --me
a year ago when my husband sud
denly began his suit, to feel that
there was no justice in the world,'
she continued.

"Then after a few months, I saw
that one must go out and win Jus
tice, the same as anything else.
Women everywhere must come to
understand that."

Banker is "Social Bolshevist"
Mrs. Stillman characterized

Stillman as "a social bolshevist'
and abnormal and declared that he
"should be in a hospital."

"He had many admirable qualities
to begin with," she said. "The fault
seems to lie with the lives they
live in Wall street It is the "power
complex' the eternal .mania for
making money. In moments of re-

laxation such men turn away from
their equals and seek the society
of their inferiors.

"It was then that Mr. Stillman
turned to Mrs. Leeds, it was then
that he filled his yacht with women.

"I am convinced that my exper-
ience will teach a lesson to this
type --of Wall street man. The Amer-
ican people will not tolerate men,
rich or poor, who treat their fami-
lies as Mr. Stillmiin has treated us."

Mrs. Stillman protested that her
sole interest in the case is estab
lishing the legitimacy of her two- -
year-ol-d son jGuy.

Must Dear Boy's ftaae.
"I did not go abroad when my

husband offered a settlement be-
cause it would not have been fair
to Ouy", she said. "The only way
to clear him la to fight this thing
through every court until his name
is absolutely clear.

It is something of an ordeal to
attend these hearings but it is
worth it It makes it so much
harder for the other side.

ASK WAR DEBT

FUND FOR VETS

Home Resolution Would Distrib
ute Interest ea European Leans

To Soldiers.

Springfield. Ul., June 15. Con
gress is urged, in a resolution in-

troduced in the state senate today
by Senator Denvier, Democrat, of
Chicago, to convert interest on Eu
ropean war debts to the United
States into a fund to be distributed
to World war veterans. The reso-
lution states that the war veterans
"have been apparently neglected by
their own nation while the rest of
the nation lived in comfort and
prospered."

Annual interest on the war debt
will amount to $590,000,000 the res
olution says.

URGE HARDING
TOLEADWAYIN

DISARMAMENT

A. F. of L, Resolution
Asks That Confer-

ence Be Called.
Denver, June 15. President

Harding and congress are urged to
lead the way in bringing about
world disarmament in a resolution
presented today to the 41st annual
convention of the American Fed-
eration of Labor. They are re-
quested to call a conference of the
powers of the world "with the hope
and in the belief that through such
a conference the billions of dollars
now being expended in naval arma
ments may be saved to the taipay
ers of the several countries.

Views Naval Race With "Horror."
'The whole world contemplates

with horror," said the resolution,
"the possibility of a race for naval
power between the United States,
Great Britain and Japan, similar to
that between Great Britain and
Germany, which preceded the great
World war.

Such a race is inconsistent with
and must serve to postpone and
prevent general disarmament, to
which the American labor move-
ment stands committed."

Irish Sympathizer Active,
Irish sympathizers today replied

to the warning sounded yesterday
by J. H. Thomas, British labor
leader, that organized labor of
America could not solve the Irish
question, by introducing resolutions
demanding action on the part of the
convention supporting the Irish re-
public.

Nearly a ton of literature and
propaganda has been distributed in
the convention hall urging the dele-
gates to support the Irish republic.
